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It is really strange how feebly the average human mind reacts 
to nature. 
For one thing, there is so much of it. 
Nature is all 
out-of-doors, and it is all indoors and upstairs and down and all 
over the place. 
Now and then a genius catches some sentimental 
rebound from the stupendous whole of things and forces and fixes 
the impression in a memorable line. 
We call him a poet or a phil­ 
osopher, as when the psalmist sings of the “stars forever singing as 
they shine," or Kepler explains that he is thinking the thoughts of 
the Almighty after him. 
And yet, on the whole, the far-flung 
spaces and the rolling immensities of orb and sphere, together with 
the ‘'flower in the crannied wall” and the infinitely elaborate struc­ 
tures of cell and atom, are accepted by most of us as vast common­ 
places which merely baffle comprehension. 
And it is the same with the regular daily on-going of this huge 
system of things. 
Three or four miracles— nothing less— happen to 
all the billions of living creatures every day. 
There is sunup and 
sundown, mighty physical transactions of inconceivable immensity. 
If they had never happened before or were to cease at a given hour, 
they would be miracles indeed. 
But vaster and more mysterious than all the rest is the way 
nature goes on without any assistance from man. 
Man’s pride is in 
mastery and performance. 
He schemes and plans and brings events 
lo pass; and yet the total of his performances is but a poor little 
Siloam Pool of agitated brevities in the midst of the calm eternal 
procession of nature. 
To a fact like that the mind does respond, 
but only in moments of elevated mood, when it shines with a mo­ 
mentary sublimity, or more likely in hours of deep humility, when 
human littleness and futility crash home under the sudden impact of 
fright and terror in the face of the mysteries of life.

From the standpoint of thousands 
of war sufferers to be saved, dis­ 
ease to be conquered, disaster iu f- 
fering to be relieved and other con­ 
structive programs to be waged, th# 
"w'ar is not over,” think the peo­ 
ple of the west. 
This was proven today in a report 
from Pacific coast area headquar­ 
ters of the American Red Cross at 
Sun Francisco. 
The report showed 
that the seven western states and 
Alaska, comprising the area, had 
334,210 paid Red Cross members at 
the close of the fiscal year, A ug­ 
ust SI, 1926, compared with 330,973 
the year before. 
This gain in membership during 
the ninth roll call was a definite 
trend toward return to war-tim e 
strength of the Red Cross, a trend 
that Is expected to continue dur­ 
ing the tenth roll call of members 
this falL 
It reveals, according to William 
Carl Hunt, San Francisco chief of 
the area, that the public is becom­ 
ing more and more alive to the ne­ 
cessity of organized 
efforta 
for 
serving humanity. 
"Service to ex-service men and 
their families, especially the dis­ 
abled. is still the primary obligation 
and 
chief 
function 
of 
the 
Red 
Cross." Hunt said. 
“Th# volunteers 
who made sw eaters and other com- 
torts during war days continue to 
make such thln&s for the 27,000 dis­ 
abled soldiers today In government 
hospitals. The need of public health 
nursing and instruction in home 
hygiene and care of the sick Is be­ 
ing actively met. 
Ever increasing 
thousands are receiving instruction 
in Red Cross first aid and life sav­ 
ing. 
Six million and more Amer­ 
ican school children, enrolled In the 
Junior Red Cross, contribute to the 
slogan, ‘Happy Childhood the World 
Over,' through International school 
correspondence. 
And the activity 
for w'hlch the Red Cross is partic­ 
ularly noted in peace-tim e, disaster 
relief, will be pursued with con­ 


stantly improved methods." 
N ot the least remarkable feature 
of the ninth roll call accounting, 
according to Hunt, was that of the 
more than one-third of a million 
persons who pledged memberships 
last fall, only 34 failed to pay. 
"This testifies not only to the 
innate honesty of men and women, 
but also to a genuine desire on tho 
part of a third of a million people 
to be identified with the Red Cross 
arm y of mercy,” H unt said. 
California increased its Red Cross 
membership during the year by 23,- 
334. 
Nevada more than doubled Its 
last year’s membership with a gain 
of 3377. 
The ninth roll call by states fol­ 
lows: 
Alaska, 2903; Arlsona, 7864; 
California, 246,345; Idaho, 6684; Ne* 
vade, 6832: Oregon. 17,407; Utah. 
6605; W ashington, 41,611; members 
at large, 69; total, 324,210.
